To the School Board of the School District of Langdon: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my fifth annual 
report as superintendent of your schools, it being the eleventh 
in a series of similar reports since you first adopted super- 
vision for your schools.

During the past year a school has been maintained on 
Langdon Hill for two terms, aggregating 32 weeks. This 
school for the spring term was in charge of Miss Kathryn E. 
Wood, an experienced teacher and a graduate of the State 
Normal School at Keene. Though the school has for the 
past five years been fortunate and in many respects approach- 
ing an ideal rural school, I feel that the work during this term 
was at high-water mark. The definitely hiring of a teacher 
for the fall term was, as you know, unavoidably postponed 
until a late day. Then, after two trained teachers who had 
been hired had disappointed us by not appearing for duty, 
Clarence H. Clark was engaged for the school. TI feel that his 
work has been in all respects all that could be reasonably 
_ expected of any young man without experience or training. I[ 


1s 


feel also that the truth. of the: proverb: that a- prophet is: not 


without honor save in his own country has detracted from his ~ 


efficiency. This is unfortunate,.but as long:..as hurnan nature 
is what it is, I believe that we should hesitate before “nee 
iocal talent again. 

During the past year, oné school has. been. maint at 
thes V illage for three terms, aggregating; 37 weeks, between 
Feb. 15 and Feb. 15, and since ‘September. a school, supported 
partly by private contribution, has been maintained for pupils 
prepared to enter upon a secondary course. The primary 
school has been continuously “in ‘charge of Miss Roseland 
Tilden, a trained Rinkes of experience. Her work has been 
very satisfactory to all parties’c coneertied. -In*the high school 
department, the work was unavoidably Se on Mos start 
but has progressed steadily.since.’.. , 

I wish to speak with favor :of ‘the: init of. “the: book 
closets by the boys, practical manual training...» I-wish to com- 
mend also the practice of serving hot lunches in this school. 
These lunches have not only been more suitable for the chil- 
‘ren than cold meals, but have greatly improved the school 
spirit and in. a small way have been practical lessons in the 
domestic arts. ra! 

I have frequently found the toilets: corinestet wet th this 
school in a condition disgusting to any self- respecting child. 
The care of this building. should be included in the janitor’s 
duties and he should ‘be held responsible for its appearance. 
The school building should. also receive more careful attention, 
The temperature in the rooms should always ‘be Such as to 
make them fit for occupancy at nine o’cléck in the morning, 
and they should be swept whenever dusty, whether. once or 
five times a'-week. ? 


I wish to recommend ‘for the Care fat consideration of the 
voters of the district the act of our last legislature i in reference 


to medical inspection ef the’ schools: U nless your schools are 


an exception there are many children in them today whose 
general health-is impaired and whose" progress »i8- retarded 


because of malnutrition, adenoids, diseaséd tonsils,” defective 
hearing and sight, and other | defects ‘discernible only to. the 
physician. [| believe it'is-a inatter of only a few years before 
the great majority of the school districts in the State will vote 
to adopt the provisions of ‘this ‘statute. ot trust, that. Langdon 
may be in the van in this movement.- ~ . 


There are now nine days'in each year which' the law states 


shall be observed-as holidays. + Bight of -thesé accur ‘when the 
schools are liable to be in session. Of these days, January 1, 
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February 22, Fast Day, May 30, and October 12 could be 
more appropriately observed by devoting a portion of such 
days to appropriate exercises in the school rather than by 
closing. ‘his would be in compliance with the law and prob- 
ably more in fulfilment of the original spirit of the statutes. I 
recommend that in the future the schools hold regular sessions 
on these days, but with the work varied as indicated above. 

With sincere thanks to the board for their support, to 
the teachers for their loyalty, and to the public for their 
courtesy and hospitality, this report is respectfully submitted.
